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BOOK  REVIEWS 


"LIVRO  DAS  MOEDAS  DE  PORTUGAL  (BOOK  OF  THE  COINS  OF  PORTUGAL)"  by  J. 
Ferraro  Vazl  The  "LIVRO  DAS  MOEDAS  DE  PORTUGAL"  is  a profusely  il- 
lustrated  and  bilingual  (Portuguese  and  English)  book  which  combines 
the  history  and  numismatics  of  Portugal  into  two  very  interesting 
volumes.  It  covers  the  coinage  of  Portugal  from  the  founding  of  the 
nation  by  Don  Alfonso  I in  1128  until  the  present.  The  coinage 
minted  for  exclusive  circulation  in  the  Azores  and  Maderia  Islands 
is  also  listed. 

To  facilitate  it ' s use  as  a ready  reference  it  has  been  released  in 
two  volumes.  Volume  I covers  the  period  from  the  founding  of  the 
Portuguese  nationality.  First  Dynasty,  in  1128  through  the  end  of 
the  Second  Interregnum  in  158 3.  Volume  II  starts  with  the  beginning 
of  the  Third  Dynasty  in  1580  and  carries  through  to  the  present. 

The  pages  of  the  volumes  are  continuously  numbered  from  page  1 Vol- 
ume I to  Page  8 63  Volume  II. 

To  simplify  things  the  book  is  divided  into  seven  major  divisions 
by  the  four  ruling  dynasties,  two  interregnums,  and  the  Republic. 

In  turn  each  dynasty  and  interregnum  is  divided  into  sections  by 
the  reigning  monarch,  while  the  Republic  is  broken  down  into  the 
First  (19IO-I926)  and  Second  ( 1926 -present)  Republic.  Each  section 
contains  a chronological  chart  for  each  monarch  listing  the  date  and 
place  of  birth  and  other  important  dates  such  as  marriages,  date  of 
ascension  to  the  throne,  etc.,  through  to  the  date  of  his  death. 

This  is  followed  by  the  Portuguese  Language  notes  and  commentary 
that  cover  such  subjects  as  personal.  National,  and  political  his- 
tory and  numismatic  information  concerning  mints,  countermarks,  etc. 
Next  comes  a catalog  section  which  lists  all  of  the  coins  minted 
under  the  particular  monarch  and  giving  the  following  information: 
the  illustration,  the  Vaz  catalog  number,  the  metal  content,  the 
denomination,  date,  mint,  and  value  of  the  coins  in  Portuguese 
escudos.  The  values  given  are  low  when  compared  to  prices  listed 
in  U.S.  publications  and  dealers  price  lists  but  do  give  an  indi- 
cation of  relative  scarcity  of  dates,  etc.  The  English  language 
translation  of  the  commentary  and  notes  follow  the  catalog  section. 

The  two  volumes  are  bound  in  soft  leather  binding  and  make  a hand- 
some addition  to  any  library.  They  were  printed  by  the  press  of 
the  Livraria  Cruz  Braga  in  1970  and  I picked  up  my  copy  in  Lisbon 
in  February  of  1971  at  a price  of  $14.00.  I don't  know  of  any  out- 
let for  the  book  in  the  U.S.  but  if  any  club  member  is  interested 
in  obtaining  a copy,  I will  gladly  help  them.

Suhle,  Koehler  und  Amelang,  Leipzig,  German  Democratic  Republic,  3rd 
Edition,  1971  ...  l8  East  German  Marks. 

The  first  of  these,  "German  Coin  and  Money  History  from  the  Beginning 
to  the  15th  Century  " was  first  published  in  1964.  In  its  25 f pages  } 
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with  hundreds  of  halftone  text  illustrations  of  coins,  is  a compre- 
hensive but  popularly  written  history  of  the  coinage  that  can  be 
attributed  to  German  rulers  from  the  period  of  the  wandering  tribes 
until  the  close  of  the  Middle  Ages.  It  is,  in  fact,  a revised  and 
enlarged  edition  of  a State  Museum  Handbook  ( "Deutsche  Munzen  von 
Mittelalters" ) . There  is  a long  bibliography,  and  what  is  apparently 
a complete  list  of  known  mints  at  various  epochs,  accompanied  by  maps. 
The  mints  range  from  the  Vistula  to  the  Rhone,  from  the  Po  to  the 
Baltic.  For  the  collector  of  German  medieval  coins,  this  book  would 
seem  to  be  a valuable  tool.  It  is  not,  however,  a catalog.  It  is  a 
history,  and  must  be  read  as  such.  Its  popularity  in  the  German- 
speaking world  is  evidenced  by  the  number  of  editions,  which  is 
rather  large  for  a book  on  medieval  coins. 

The  second,  entitled  "The  Coin  from  the  Beginning  to  the  Modem  Euro- 
pean Period",  is  the  third  edition  of  a world  history  of  coinage.  To 
the  American  reader  who  does  not  read  German  fluently,  it  has  less  to 
offer  than  the  previous  book,  since  there  are  good  histories  in  English 
of  the  same  genre,  notable  John  Porteous'  "Coins  in  History".  Because 
it  was  written  for  German  readers,  and  possibly  because  Suhle  is 
strongest  in  German  medieval  numismatics,  the  books  emphasizes  the 
medieval  period. 

The  traditions  of  German  scholarship  and  book  publishing  remain  strong 
in  Leipzig  and  East  Berlin.  East  German  scholars,  including  numis- 
matists but  excluding  political  scientists,  preserve  a degree  of  inde- 
pendence and  integrity  which  must  arouse  intense  envy  in  their  col- 
leagues in  Russia.  Most  of  the  fine  old  publishing  houses  are  still 
in  business,  although  now  partly  owned  by  the  State.  These  books 
suffer  nothing  in  quality  by  being  published  in  East  Germany.  They 
are  available  through  West  German  distributors,  and  any  book  dealer 
or  importer  who  can  obtain  books  from  Germany  would  be  able  to  get

This  year  saw  the  publication  of  the  first  volume  of  a two-volume  cata- 
logue of  the  Collection  of  Islamic  Coins  on  display  at  the  Archaeologi- 
cal Museum  in  Instanbul,  Turkey.  It  is  a useful  catalogue,  but  doesn't 
give  a listing  of  the  rich  collection  in  the  museum,  just  the  selection 
which  are  on  permanent  display,  and  of  these  257^  coins  are  described 
in  detail  in  the  text  (Turkish),  with  the  ruler’s  names  and  mints  to 
the  extent  that  they  are  deciphered.  The  periods  covered  range  from 
the  Roman  times,  the  Sassanian  Empire,  followed  by  the  Ummayad, 

'abbasid  caliphs,  then  Nasrids,  Idrisids,  Aghlabids,  Zirids,  Almaravids, 
Almahads,  Hafsids,  Tulunids,  Ilkshidids  and  Fatimids.  The  ayyubids  in 
Egypt,  Damascus,  Aleppo  and  Diyabakr  are  represented,  with  sections  on 
the  Mamluks,  Hamdanids,  Tahirids,  Samanids,  Buwayids,  Kakiyids.  Also, 
the  Seljuks  of  Rum,  Danismandids,  Zangids  and  an  excellent  representa- 
tion of  the  minor  Anatolian  dynasties. 

Interspersed  are  some  modem  coins  types  of  the  19th  century  from 
Morocco,  Egypt,  Zanzibar,  Mombasa,  German  East  Africa,  Yemen,  Hejaz, 
Oman,  Nejd,  Lahej  and  Mukalla,  San' a and  later  issues  from  the  same 
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area  minted  in  the  20th  century,  (it  should  he  noted  that  the  Ottoman 
Empire,  Coins  of  the  Mongols,  Giray  Khans,  etc.  will  appear  in  the 
second  volume  which  is  expected  at  the  end  of  this  year. ) 

There  are  58  plates  of  illustrations  in  which  the  obverses  and  reverses 
of  over  450  coins  are  shown,  however,  these  are  not  well  printed. 

There  are  numerous  diagrams  of  coins  in  the  text,  and  many  of  the  in- 
scriptions on  the  coins  have  been  printed  in  the  Arabic  script  with 
the  transliterations  in  modem  Turkish.  It  is  an  important  volume  for 
the  specialist.

INFLATION 
1945  - 1946

World  War  II  not  only  brought  devastation  to  the  Hungarian  soil,  it 
wrecked  the  country's  financial  system  as  well.  After  the  war  it  be- 
came necessary  to  completely  reorganize  Hungary's  monetary  system. 






By  the  end  of  the  war,  1944,  the  banknote  circulation  in  Hungary 
reached  twenty  billion  pengoe.  This  inflated  level  of  currency  in 
circulation  could  be  traced  largely  to  the  financial  measures  which 
had  been  introduced  in  1939*  This  figure  of  twenty  billion  pengoe 
compared  to  a total  of  only  545  million  pengoe  in  banknotes  that  cir- 
culated throughout  all  of  Hungary  two  years  before. 

Because  of  the  immense  difficulties  in  printing  paper  money,  brought 
about  by  a lack  of  materials,  skilled  labor  and  equipment,  it  was  not 
possible  to  commence  immediate  reissuance  of  banknotes  at  the  con- 
clusion of  World  War  II.  Fortified  by  three  Russian  loans  the  Hun- 
garian Finance  Ministry  was  ready  by  July,  19^5  to  issue  its  first 
post-war  notes.  The  first  note,  in  the  denomination  of  100  pengoe, 
was  released  on  July  1 6,  19^5*  This  issue  marked  the  first  of  the 
notes  now  known  as  the  Hungarian  Inflation  Series.  There  followed  a 
rapid  inflation  requiring  the  issues  of  notes  in  ever  increasing  de- 
nominations. 
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The  inflation,  which 
lasted  a little  over  a 
year,  saw  the  value  of 
pengoe  denominations  rise 
to  the  100  million  pengoe 
mark  on  March  l8,  1946, 
whereupon  the  monetary 
unit  was  changed  to  mil- 
pengoe,  each  new  unit  now 
being  equal  to  1, 000, 000 
of  the  old  pengoe.  Mil- 
pengoe  notes  were  issued 
until  June  3,  1946,  when 
the  overwhelming  infla- 
tion caused  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  milpengoe 
unit  for  the  bilpengoe  -- 
written  on  the  notes  as 
"B.PENGO" . The  last  old 
milpengoe  series  was  the 
one  milliard  (1,000,000,- 
000 ) milpengoe  released 
on  June  3;  1946.  The 
same  day  the  changeover 
to  bilpengoe  notes  was 
effected  with  the  issu- 
ance of  the  10,000  bil- 
pengoe note.  One  bil- 
pengoe had  the  equivalent 
value  of  1, 000, 000,  000, - 
000  of  the  old  pengoe. 

The  inflation  spiral  con- 
tinued until  the  last  of 
these  notes  in  denomina- 
tion of  100  million  bil- 
pengoe (and  of  1 milliard 
bilpengoe  note  which 
didn't  circulate)  was  re- 
leased the  same  date  of 
June  3;  1946. 

This  wild  inflation  was 
caused  principally  by  the 
government ' s attempt  to 
cover  its  deficits  by 
increasing  the  quantity 
of  banknotes  in  circul- 
ation. The  continually 
increasing  shortage  of 
consumer  goods  hastened 
the  depreciation  of  the 
pengoe.  The  result  was 
a lack  of  confidence  in 
the  pengoe  by  the  public 
which  signalled  the  start 
oi  a mad  race  between  wages  and  prices,  a factor  that  had  both  a para- 
lyzing and  demoralizing  effect  on  the  community.  In  December,  1945 
the  Finance  Ministry  ordered  a levy  on  banknotes.  The  result  was 
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temporary  however,  lasting  only  a fortnight.  Numismatic  examples  of 
the  attempted  levy  may  be  seen  on  the  1, 000,  10, 000  and  100, 000  pengoe 
notes  of  1945.  Those  notes  bearing  the  red,  brown  and  green  bank- 
stamps  are  the  notes  to  which  the  capital  levy  had  been  affixed.  The 
stamps  cost  the  owners  of  the  notes  75$  of  their  face  value. 

The  velocity  reached  by  the  inflation  may  be  seen  if  we  recall  that 
the  banknote  and  bill  circulation  amounted  in  1937  to  54-5  million 
pengoe  or  roughly  103  million  U.S.  dollars.  By  the  end  of  June,  1945 
it  had  risen  to  23,572  million  pengoe.  On  December  31;  1945  the  bank- 
note circulation  had  risen  to  76 5>  466  million  pengoe  with  the  total 
by  July  15,  1946  reaching  the  unbelieveable  figure  of  760,  470, 754,  - 
175^316  milliard  pengoei 

From  July  9>  1946  onward  the  pengoe  banknote  ceased  to  be  regarded  as 
a means  of  payment.  The  government  next  introduced  a new  monetary 
unit,  the  adopengoe,  or  in  English  - Taxpengoe. 


JUtdPENGfilROl 
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The  taxpengoe  was  originally  issued  by  the  state  for  the  purpose  of 
facilitating  the  collection  of  taxes  and  dues.  Naturally,  even  the 
taxpengoe  vouchers  were  unable  to  halt  the  vicious  spiral  though  it 
must  be  admitted  that  they  did  bring  about  some  lessening  in  the  speed 
of  depreciation  of  the  currency.  For  awhile  however,  the  adopengoe 
became  a popular  form  of  calculation  of  payment,  replacing  the  previous 
currency.  Nothing  could  stop  the  depreciation  of  the  currency  and 
nothing  could  stop  the  mad  inflation.  On  the  first  day  of  issue  May 
1,  1946,  the  adopengoe  was  worth  630  pengoe;  fifteen  days  later  the 
ratio  had  risen  to  4400  to  1;  by  the  end  of  the  month  108,000  to  1 
was  being  quoted  and  on  July  28,  1946  the  value  of  the  adopengoe  had 
fallen  to  two  billion  bilpengoe  to  1.  The  highest  denomination

adopengoe  note  , 100  million  adopengoe  dated  May  25,  1946,  at  the 
greatest  point  of  the  inflation  was  equivalent  to  the  incredible  figure 
of  20,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000  pengoeJii 


Finally  by  the  Finance  Ministry  order  No.  136.3OO/1946.VII.P.M.  the 
use  of  tax-stamps  overprinted  with  adopengoe  values  was  authorized  for 
circulation  as  "auxiliary  legal  tender" . These  small  stamps  actually 
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They  were  of  the  type  used  to  record  dues  from  real  estate  deeds, 
judicial  dues  and  the  like.  These  stamps  were  26  x 37  mm.  in  size  and 
of  vertical  rectangle  shape.  The  overprints  are  black  in  color.  The 
smallest  stamp-note  of  the  inflation  with  a value  to  200, 000  trillion 
pengoe  was  equivalent. 
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From  the  middle  of  July,  1946  "interest  non-paying"  treasury  notes  of 
the  Hungarian  Postal  Savingsbank  were  in  circulation  as  a medium  of 
payment  in  denominations  of  "Tizezer"  (10, 000),  "Szazezer"  (100, 000), 
"Egymillio"  ( 1,000,000),  and  "Tizmillio"  (10,000,000)  adapengoe. 

On  July  31,  1946,  the  last  day  of  the  inflation,  one  adopengoe  had 
the  equivalent  value  of  2, 000  trillion  pengoe  or  2, 000  billion  mil- 
pengoe  or  2,000  million  bilpengoe. 
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At  this  point  Hungary's  present  monetary  unit,  the  Forint  (Florin), 
was  introduced  on  August  1,  19^6  at  a ratio  of  200  million  adopengoe 
to  one  Forint. 

Despite  this  disasterous  inflation,  the  early  inflation  notes  have 
left  us  vith  some  beautiful  examples  of  the  engravers  art.  Some  are 
illustrated. 

A complete  collection  of  this  series  makes  a beautiful  and  colorful 
display.

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COINAGE  OF  KUTCri,  PART  V

Khengarji's  coinage  in  the  name  of  George  V can  he  divided 
into  t^o  distinct  periods.  In  the  early  period  up  to  1927 
the  coins  were  a continuation  in  style  of  those  struck  for 
Edward  VII;  nice  sharp  strikes  with  a generally  high  degree 
of  workmanship.  The  quality  of  the  coinage  improved  still 
further  in  1928  when  the  new  mint  was  put  into  operation  and 
from  that  time  until  the  end  of  minting  operations  in  1947, 
the  coins  were  as  fine  a product  as  the  regular  british 
coins  struck  for  India  in  Calcutta  or  bombay.  From  the  evi- 
dence of  the  coins  themselves,  prior  to  1928  each  die  was  in- 
dividually cut  as  minor  differences  occur  from  coin  to  coin, 
even  where  ) aving  the  same  date  combinations.  From  1928  on 
apparently  a master  die  and  huhbing  process  was  used  with 
onlv  the  dates  being  changed  as  the  design  characteristics 
are  identical  from  year  to  year.

The  short  reign  of  Edward  VIII  was  represented  by  four  de- 
nominations struck  by  Khengarji  in  the  name  of  the  English 
sovereign.  Because  they  are  type  coins  as  well  as  being 
sought  after  by  collectors  specializing  in  coins  struck  in 
the  name  of  Edward  VI II,  their  value  is  somewhat  inflated 
over  what  their  frequency  of  appearance  would  indicate  and 
all  are  easily  available,  the  kori  being  the  scarcest.

Madanasinhji , the  last  coin  issuing  ruler  of  Kutch,  came  to 
the  throne  at  about  the  same  time  as  India  gained  its  inde- 
pendence and  thus  was  able  to  be  the  first  ruler  in  the  long 
numismatic  history  of  the  state  to  issue  coins  in  his  name 
only  without  mentioning  any  higher  sovereign,  either  living 
living  or  dead.

Robert  L.  Clarke,  one  of  the  unusual  people  who  was  bom  and  raised  in 
California  - a native  Angelino  - graduated  from  Stanford  and  then  mi- 
grated to  Texas,  where  he  spent  most  of  the  next  25  years.  His  interest 
in  numismatics  was  encouraged  by  his  fatheiq  who  had  brought  along  a 
small  collection  of  English  coins  when  he  immigrated  to  the  United 
States  about  the  turn  of  the  century  (these  were  all  Victorian  silver 
pieces).  During  schoolboy  days  he  collected  Indian  head  cents  (US), 
which  were  all  the  rage,  based  on  a rumor  that  one  could  get  two  cents 
each  for  them.  By  the  late  1930 's  he  had  completed  a fairly  compre- 
hensive U.  S.  collection  of  cents,  nickels,  dimes  and  quarters  from 
pocket  change.  Then  came  the  war  and  numismatic  activity  consisted  of 
keeping  all  sets  of  U.  S.  coins  current. 

During  the  1950 's  trips  to  Canada  and  Mexico  revived  a latent  interest 
in  foreign  coins.  Long  a stamp  specialist  in  the  issues  of  the  Anti- 
podes it  wasn't  long  before  Australian  and  New  Zealand  coins  usurped 
first  place  in  his  collecting  interests.  Requests  for  coin  albums 
from  correspondents  in  New  Zealand  were  responsible  for  his  joining 
forces  with  Dansco  in  1962  to  produce  the  first  coin  catalogue  of  the 
British  Oceania  issues.  In  that  year  he  moved  to  California  and  became 
very  active  in  the  coin  circles  of  the  Los  Angeles  area.  Trips  to 
Europe  kindled  his  interest  in  Swiss  coins  and  brought  forth  another 
catalogue  of  the  issues  of  the  Confederation  in  1968. 

His  working  life  has  been  spent  as  an  explorationist  for  Union  Oil  Co., 
first  in  Texas,  the  Mid-Continent  and  Rocky  Mountain  regions,  and 
later  in  California.  On  a business  trip  to  Roswell,  New  Mexico,  he 
met  N.I.  member  Fred  Brandes,  who  introduced  him  to  our  organization, 
which  he  promptly  joined.  In  recent  years  he  has  became  a columnist, 
writing  for  several  publications  both  in  the  United  States  and  over- 
seas. His  world  coin  articles  have  brought  him  a host  of  friends 
around  the  world. 

One  year  ago  he  and  his  wife,  Dura,  moved  to  Iran  where  he  is  resident 
manager  for  Union  Oil  Co.  in  Tehran.  Naturally,  his  current  interest 
is  in  the  coins  of  that  country.  A comprehensive  study  of  the  modem 
Iranian  issues  is  in  progress. 

He  is  a member  of  the  Society  for  International  Numismatics  (SIN),  the 
California  State  Numismatic  Association,  the  American  British  Numis- 
matic Society,  the  Numismatic  Society  of  South  Australia  (honorary 
Vice-President),  the  Auckland  Numismatic  Society  and  the  Royal  Numis- 
matic Society  of  New  Zealand.

P.  N.  Low  (NI  370),  First  Vice-President  of  the  Singapore  Numismatic 
Association,  recently  reported  in  the  association's  "Newsletter"  an 
experience  he  had  with  a person  trying  to  sell  counterfeit  coins. 

"On  August  11,  1971,  a young  man  aged  about  25  (a  total  stranger  to  me) 
approached  me  and  tried  to  offer  nine  (9)  pieces  of  Sarawak  Y-l,  1 
Kapang,  dated  September  2k,  l81n,  together  with  some  other  'odds  and 
ends',  such  as  the  Sarawak  5?  10  and  25  cent  silver  pieces  (all  sold- 
ered and  repaired).  Straits  Settlements'  Dollars,  British  Trade 
Dollars,  etc.  All  the  nine  pieces  of  faked  Kapangs  were  very  glossy, 
lustrous  and  in  AU  condition.  After  taking  a good  look  at  the  lot,  I 
immediately  told  him  that  they  were  all  counterfeit  pieces.  I also 
warned  him,  not  to  offer  these  coins  to  anyone  else  in  the  market. 

"The  price,  he  quoted  me  for  the  faked  Kapangs,  was  about  l/5  of  the 
current  market  price  for  a genuine  one,  which  was  indeed  very  'fishy', 
as  compared  to  his  quotations  for  the  other  coins,  which  he  had  quoted 
at  correct  market  prices. 

"I  would  like  to  warn  all  Members,  who  might  come  across  such  coins  in 
our  market,  that  you  should  not  be  fooled  by  this  young  man  or  his 
associates  who  might  be  trying  to  offer  his  counterfeit  Kapangs  to 
you,  too.  Last,  but  not  least,  please  take  the  good  advice  of  our 
Association,  i.e.  'NEVER,  NEVER  BUY  ANY  COINS  FROM  ANY  STRANGERS, 
UNLESS  YOUR  ARE  100$  SURE  THAT  THE  MATERIALS?  THEY  ARE  OFFERING  TO 
YOU,  ARE  GENUINE  PIECES'.  Only  buy  your  'wants'  from  among  your 
friends  and/or  the  bona-fide  coin  dealers,  who  can  give  you  a FULL 
GUARANTEE  on  the  coins  that  you  are  purchasing  from  them. "
